Washington, February 27— The ad- 
ministration waltH upon Congress to 
give the answer of the United States 
to the German campaign of ruthiey- 
ness which haa reached a climax in 
the sinking 'of thd llnar iidoonla and 
the killing ol^wo innooent Amarican 
women. 

Oniclal accounts of the unwarned 
night attack on the Cunarder, regarded 
aa the first clear-cut case of violation 
of American righta ainoa U>a aeveranoe 
of relatlona with Oennany, were' laid 
before President Wilson and the cabi- 
net today by Secretary l>an8lng. It 
was decided that no steps should bo 
taken until Congreaa had time to grant 
tha reauHt 1m additional authority to 
proteot tha Uvea ud righta of Amerl 
cana. 

In Congress, littla progress was 

made during the day toward enacting 
the IpglBlation for which the President 
asked in bis address yesterday.- The 
Benato Foreign Relatlona Committee, 
by a divided voto, reported out a bill 
similar to the one introdnced In the 
House, to authorize the Presidciii to 
arm merchant ships and employ such 
other "instrumentalitiaa aa he may 
deem neoeaaary." 

The formalltlea M referring the mea- 
sure back to the oodunittaa was block- 
ed by Senator LaFoIlette and as the 
Senate Is working under an agreement 
to consider nothing except by unani- 
mous consent until the revenue bill has 
been voted on tomorrow night, further 
notion la delayed uHtil Tburaday. 

On the Houae aid*, tha Foreign Af- 
taira Committee talked through two 
leaaiona over phraseology, those op- 
posing action objecting chiefly to the 
words "other Instrumentalities." The 
committee finally adjourned until to- 
morrow without taking a vote. 

Even In the Senate the administra- 
tion spokesmen professed full confi- 
dence that a measure satisfactory to 
the President will be passed later in 
the week. Although most of the Re- 
publioana favored atronger action than 
haa been propoaad, it la balieved they 
will vote;fl» tiM <ommlttae hill -whan 
the roll call oomea! 

Some senators believed that the only 
jort of doubt lies In the attitude of 
Senator LaFoIlette, whose course to- 
day auggestod the poaaibility of a fili- 
buster. With adjournment only a few 
daya ott, one senator might easily 
talk the bill to death and force an exr 
tra session. The Wisconsin senator 
has not committed himself further 
than to say he did not think any ac- 
tion should be taken until the com- 
try waa given a ohanee to see the pro- 
posed legislation.

With the outbreak of the European war, the firat question whiuh 

arose in the niinds of the American people wur, "Are we prepared 
Military and naval experts answered, "No!" i'residenl Wilson, 
JosephuB Daniels, and a Demoeratio Congresa aaid, "There i« no need 
for prepiirHlioii. Tlicre is no danger." Secretary of State Bryan 
smiled fatuously and i'ondled his dove. 

Oh December 8, 1914, Woodrow Wilson appeared before Con- 
gteSB to deliver liis nie.s.siiKe. He said: "No one who speaks couii 
oil baaed ou fact or drawn from a just and candid interpretation ol 
realities can say that there is reason to fear that from any quarter 
our independence or the integrity of our territory is threatened." 
Replying to criticism of the party iu power for its refusal to carr.\ 
out i>laus for the national defense, he declared: ''The country has 
been misinformed. We have not been negligent of national defense." 

But the majority of the American people, thanks to the press, 
knew better. There arose a uation-wide discontent because of the 
quibbling policy of the Democratic party, i^cagues were organized, 
preparedness parades were given, speakers wore sent through the 
land, posters blazed from bill-boards all over the country ; and those 
who had been apatlietie ui the cause of preparedness were aroused 
from their ielliar^y lo a reali/atiou of the dangers which beset an 
A)pulent nation wilhoui adeiiuale means of defense.

(Secretary Uarrison hao 
submitted the draft of an army reorganisation bill to Congress which 
bore the approval of the I'resideni. I'oliueal expediency pulled lain 
away from ihe (Jarrisun plan, and lus western speech, toijether willi 
his acquiescense in Chairinau txay's plans, caused the resignation oi 
Garrison, the alile.sl man in ilic WUsoii Caliinel. The Hay Hill, wilii 
moditlcatious, went through Congress. It was an hermaphrodit k 
measure. It authorized an emergency increase of 20,000 men ann 
made oilier change.>; designed lo increase of 20,000 men and mad' 
other eliangcs designed lo iiu-n ase < nlistments. Today the arm\ 
is over 14,000 below authorized sin ngih, and more than b4,000 below 
the maximum uf tlie iiay law, despite strenuous efforts to induce men 
to enlist. 

There was placed lo the credit of the (iovernment last year a gen 
erous sum with which to begin the construction of a government ni 
Irate plant, and anoliur allotmenl to start a fjovernment armoi 
plant. Operations have been commenced on neither project. Tin 
shipping board, which has 1^50,000,000 of tiie people's money at its 
disposal, was appointed, took a nap, was eontirmed liy the Senate, 
hud a family row instanler, und then went buck to hed :

The United States is not the only country that is embarrassed 
by a congestion of freight trattie. All the belligerent nations of 
Kurope face the same problem, but liussia s position is more ana- 
lagoua to that of the United Stales, for l{u.ssia is not without the mer 
chandise to be moved and only lacks the trains and engines to do Un 
^ork. 

V Germaihy, for instance, uses her railroads chiefly for military 

purposes, but if large fooil suppliis were on hand anywhere in that 
compact country they could be hurried to the spot where they are 
needed most very rapidly, iiussia has large stores of foodstuffs, but a 
large part of her population is in dire need, simply because of a lack 
, of transportation facilities. 

Special cables from Petrogrnd declare the food situation in that 
capital and in luaiiy parts of rural liiissia to \w serious lo the point 
of desperation. Uussiu has, indeed, only veiy limited railroad facili- 
ties, and those are at the breaking point to supply the armies alone. 
Great stores of wheat weic assembled at Odessa uud other Black Sea 
points mouths ago in the hope that the forcing of the Dardanelles 
would open the way for the transport of this wheat to Italy, Franct 
and Great Britain. But the Dnrdanelles arc still iu Turkish, or ratli 
er German, hands, and the way lo the .Mediterranean is barred, ii, 
the nieantime millions of Russian people arc hungry, and there is no 
way to get the grain to the points where it is most needed.

.II UY TO DKCIDE THAWS S.IMIY 



I*hiladelphlB, Pa., February 28— A 
petition for the appointment ot a 
lunacy commission to determine the 
sanity of Harry K. 'Thaw, confined in 

a hospital bore a8 the result of boH- 
infllcted woundB when ho waH about 
to be arrested on a New Vork Indict- 
ment charging him with assault on 19,- 
ycar-old Fred Oump, Jr., of Kansas 
City, Mo., wu Hied in Common Pleas 
Court here today by counsel in behalf 
of Thaw's mother. The procecdIiiKs, It 
wus announced, were Instituted in an 
effort to have Thaw adjudged Insane 
and bis person and estate brought un- 
der control ot the jndlctal authorities 
of rcnnsylvania. 

The petition is made returnable the 
first woclc In April. 

E. A. Ballard, an attorney of the 
city, was appointed comniissioner In 
lunacy. He will sit with a Sheriff's 
jury of sis nfen to be chosen later, to 
pass -Judgment of Thaw's mental con- 
dition. Tbe proceedings are part of uii 
anticipated move by those lookitiK 
after Thaw's interests to light bis re- 
moval to New York on requisition and 
are believed to be the forerunner of 
lengthy litigation. 

"If Thaw's lunacy is settled any- 
where it will be In New York," accord- 
inn to niBtriet Attorney Swiinii, of 
i\ew Vork, when Informed of the iati'st 
move of Thaw's counsel. "It is our in- 
tention to use every legal means to 
have Thaw taken to New York to ati- 
swer the charges on which he has 
been Indicted." 

Mrs. Mary 0. Thaw, who took up 
her temporary residence at the hos- 
pital shortly after her son slashed him- 
self with a rasor at a rooming place 
here six weeks ago, issued a statement 
In which she said she "was unable to 
resist the fact that denionHtiate.s Ills 
insanity." 

"Therefore 1 have applied to the 
court of my state to help a mother 
protect her son from his infirmities." 

Joseiih C. Thaw, a brother, and Dr. 
Walter Rlddell, Pittsburg, the Tliaw 
family's jdiyslelan, in an aflidiivit iit- 
tached lo the petition state lluit they 
have known Harry Thaw forty and 
thirty years, respectivel^r, and are con- 
vineed he is unsound mind.

New York, February 28--Mayor MIt 
chel announced tonight after the re- 
.sninption of rioting on the Kasi Slile, 
which resulted In the police reser 
making several arrests, that a bill 
would be Introduced in the legislature 
tomorrow to empower the city to 
purchase food supplies and sell them 
at cost, as a means of amelloratiiif; 
sufferings among the poor here, due 
to the present high cost of living. 

Governor Whitman, prior to his de- 
parture for Albany, earlier in the day 
asserted that he did not expect to 
send an emergency measure to the 
legislature, as ho was "convinced the 
situation was not critical." 

Onion Specials Arranged 

Joseph Hartigan, city commiuloner 
of weights and measures, predicted a 
material drop in the prices of potatoes 
and onions before the end of the week 
It will be brought about, he said, as the 
result of relief In freight congestion 
and the fact that virtually all of tbe 
potato and onion, growing states of 
the country now. are entering the mar- 
ket. Railroads of fifteen sUtes, Mr, 
Hartigan asserted had arranged to 
rush "onion specials" to this city. 

Information furnished to him by 
wholesale produce dealers, District At- 
to^ey Swann announced. Indicated 
that the farpers were responsible (or 
the increase in the price of potatoes 
and onions. In December, he said, 
farmers were receiving $1.47 a bushel 
for potatoes, double the price of De- 
cember 1916. 

Mr. Swana declared there -was no 
justillcation for the increase in tho 
price of poultry. There Is no scarcity, 
he said, and farmers are not charging 
any more than last year. Vegetables 
and other farm products, the district 
attorney's Investigators aaserted they

Since the advent of the automobile, 
its Increasing popuarlty has caused a 
great change in the affairs of the 
country along transportation lines. It 
can go almost any place in a much 
ahorter time than a horsa-drlven car- 
riage and la not oompelled to stay In 
one route as a railroad train. 

But the owners and drivers' of au 
tomobiies arc always careful of their 
machines and will always pick the 
best road possible. Their chief thought 
is to get the machine oyer the dis 
tanoe Intervening between them and 
their goal as soon as possible with the 
least possible wear on the machine. 
The automobile is rapidly getting 
more popular in pleasure trips, some 
being taken from ooapt to coast by 
tourlsta. 

To this end the thousands of pleaa- 
uru seekers all over the country are 

demanding better roads and better 
routes to make their Journeys. Kntor 
piising persons have compiled maps 
ot states showing the various roads, 
ilie best routes to travel for aoenery, 
etc. Sometlmea theae roada are uaed 
av a state road after running for sev- 
eral hundred miles. 

fliici among these are the Lincoln 
Highway, one of the great systems 
ot the western iiart of the United 
States and the Dixie Highway running 
from the coast to the gulf. 

Recently projects have been started 
lor two national highways, one the 
.Midland Trail, running from Old foini 
Comfort, Va., to San Francisco, Cal., 
and the other, the Jackson Highway, 
from Buffalo, New York, to New Or- 
leans, La. The route is for these roads 
have been partially made out hut tlie 
llnal routes have not, heen chosen. 

The .Maysville Chaniher oi rom- 
merce has taken hold of the project 
to get the two latter named roads to 
paas through this city. Secretary 
Qrimsley has taken hold of the pro- 
ject in a very enthusiastic manner and 
iliere is but little doubt that one ot 
the roads at least will pass through 
here. 

The Midland Trail will start at Old 
Point Comfort, Va., and westward will 
strike Catlettsburg and Ashland, Ky., 
from the latter place going to Lex- 
ington. Three routes are suggested 
between Ashland and Lexington, one 
across Carter county, one crossing the 
river at Ashland going to Ironton and 
to Portsmouth, recrossing at Mays- 
ville; thence to Lexington, and the 
third, a (iiicel rivci' route from Ash- 
land to .Maysville without crossing the 
river. To land one of the two latter 
routes Is the thing suggested by Mr, 
(jrimsley. 

The Jackson Highway will start at 
Buffalo, New York, thence to Colum- 
hus. Ohio, south to Ivoxington, Ky., 
and on to .New Orleans. Between Co- 
lumbus and Lexington there are two 
routes open. The flrst by way of Cln 
cinnati, the second by Maysville. Both 
loiites are sought and the result Is 
v( ry much in doubt. 

The iidvantase of having these 
routes pass through .Maysville is at 
once apparent. Thousands of tourists 
would annually pass through here 
bringing a great amount of business 
to the city. .Maysville is the natural 
ioute to the rJlugress country and if 
the citizens of the county desire In 
have the routes they should back the 
project as mnch as poaalble.
